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ERSHEY is the center of the chocolate industry, 
a world famous resort and tourist attraction, a 
cultural focal point in Central Pennsylvania 
and a haven for orphan boys. Yet fundamen¬ 
tally and perhaps more important than any of 
these, Hershey is a town of homes. 


Turn a block or two off Chocolate Avenue and 
you find yourself in a prosperous, well kept 
suburban town. It is a town of many shade 
trees, carefully tended garden plots and velvet 
smooth lawns. It is an ideal town for children. 


The town of Hershey guards its heritage 
jealously. It looks back on a half century of 
growth and progress—it looks ahead to new 
and yet better things. 


Milton Hershey is best remembered for his 
deep feeling that the structure of American 
life is based on the home, the school, and the 
church. In this spirit he gave the town facilities 
for an entire consolidated school system and 
endowed it with funds so that it may function 
without a heavy tax burden. To strengthen 
the churches of Hershey he gave, in 1935, a 
large sum which enabled each of them to clear 
itself of debt. Hershey’s six churches are well 
attended, for this has always been a devout 
religious community.
